“A 1-year-old baby, a 1-year-old 
child, think about that,” shouted Bev- 
erly, director of Stop the Violence In- 
dianapolis, during an afternoon news 
conference called by Major Joe Hog- 
sett at Bellamy Park, playground 
equipment visible behind him. “A de- 
fenseless, 1-year-old child has lost 
their life to senseless gun violence.”

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Proposed 
change 
worries 
HSE nurses 


Concerns over switch 
to new health network

Nurses in Hamilton Southeastern 
Schools are worried about how a poten- 
tial switch to Community Health Net- 
work could affect students, saying they 
might be limited in how they are able to 
help. 

The district is considering a pro- 
posed three-year contract with the 
health network that would make school 
nurses Community Health employees 
starting in fall 2019, saving the district 
about $15 million. Community Health 
would also take over the district’s health 
center and sports medicine. 

While the district currently outsourc- 
es most of its health services with Indi- 
ana University Health, nurses have re- 
mained HSE employees. 

School nurses now stock basic over- 
the-counter drugs, like ibuprofen, 
which Community Health does not al- 
low at its eight other partner districts in 
Indiana. Instead, parents have to drop 
off a dosage specifically for their child. 

Beth Hanover, a school nurse, was 
particularly worried that anti-allergy or 
asthma drugs would be restricted. 

“Watching a child struggle to breathe 
is bad enough. Not being able to help 
them while waiting for an ambulance is 
wrong,” Hanover told the school board 
during the public meeting Wednesday 
night. 

Assistant Superintendent Mike Be- 
resford told IndyStar on Thursday that 
administrators will ensure that nurses 
continue to have access to the same 
medications. He said Community 
Health seemed open to making adjust- 
ments. 

“We would never do anything that 
would decrease the service to our fam- 
ilies,” Beresford said. “We’re very proud 
of our nursing team and the standards 
that we have.”
